It-was in 1943, r think, that I heard you sneak at 
a conference in Emporia, Kansas, sponsored by the Y. M. C. A. 
and Y. W. C. A. That conference marked a long step in my 
growth towards a Christian vocation. I wish to thank you for 
your influence there-- and later through your books. 

The specific occasion for my writing to you is to 
ask you to speak on our Public Affairs Forum this winter. 

Last year vve Floyd Covington, Dr. Polyzoides, Dr. 
Chen-Shouyi, and Lewis Browne. Our church is small but we had 
an average of 220 persons crowded on the main floor and balcony 
of our sanctuary. Half these were fifom outside our church. 

Roy Knapp, principal of the High School, is the chairman of 
our FoTijm and he does a good job of advertising and presiding 
and asking speakers to come. He asked me to write you because 
I knew you better than he did. 

Rev. Kanneth Carlson of Broadpay-Glendale Methodist

Dear Kirby: 

Thank you for your letter. I am happy to enclose a small gift 
for the FellQWship of Reconciliation, and I only wish it might 
be more, 

When Tuesday of this week came I again realized how much the 
gatherings at your home on the previous five Tuesdays had meant 
to me, I want to tell you once more how deeply I have appreciated 
the stimulation received from those conversations under your 
direction. 

I know how terribly busy you are, and therefore I hesitate 
even to suggest that a group of us might meet once a month under 
your guidance. However, this question of how to preserve the peace 
is altogether too serious to allow it to be pushed into the back¬ 
ground of 'bur thinking. What troubles me especially is the fact 
that, despite all efforts put forth by the Church and Peace Groups, 
the Second World War came upon us. Was something lacking in our 
technique? And ought we now to do something else or something more 
than was done between 1919 and 1939? 

In thinking about these questions I have been increased by what 
Jesus did in order to make Ms "proposal" effective. HS apparently 
came to the conclusion that the desired results would not be ob¬ 
tained by merely continuing his ministry in Galilee. And so he 
decided to go to Jerusalem, to the center of authority. What hap¬ 
pened there changed history. 

I am enclosing some paragraphs taken from two sermons by John 
Hutton, who has long been one of my spiritual mentors. I think 
they are helpful in pointing up the problem for us.

From sermon on "The Crisis of Transition" ( Preached, I ■. esume, a few years 

followin'; the First World War ) 

"In the situation of the world .at the present moment we shall do well, not so 
much to see something already accomplished as to see the new necessity and the 
new opportunity for something "being undertaken. And it is in these days, and while 
the world presents its present desolate and disorganized aspect, and not later on 
whei things have acquired some kind of equilibrium—it is now, in these very days, 
that good people everywhere should name to themselves their "bounden task. 

From every point of view, surely, this is the very day. 

It will fall to us all as individuals and as social groups, nations, and empires, 
and so forth, to devote ourselves to the wise rebuilding of the world; "but’ail the 
time, through all and in all and over all these efforts which as citizens and as 
co mmu nities are demanded of us, there comes to us as Christian people an urgent 
task# 

We hear a great deal, and we cannot hear too much, of a proposed federation of 
the ueoples of the earth, to ensure eternal peace. But we must never allow the- 
rhetoric of that proposal to conceal from us the hidden rock on which that, and 
every other fine proposal for the future life of man, may easily rush and go down 
into the depths of the sea. For there remains in THE HUMAN HEART, which, uncontrolled, 
unrebuked, unredeemed, will in the long run spread a poison in the world. For mysilf 
I see no ultimate security for the peaceful progress of the race, and for the estab¬ 
lishment of a peace amongst men which shall be something more than the mere cessa¬ 
tion of hostilities—I see no security for such a state of things unless in the 
common acknowledgement of One Lord of the conscience, one ultimate standard and 
referee. 

The first necessity, it seems to me, and this certainly is our business as 
Christians, is that the world shall at least hear of that great vision of God and 
of man and of duty, which we of the Christian Church profess to be our final motive 
and our final standard o.: judgment. 

I shall return to that as I close. 

I would urge upon the Church at this moment a fresh and ->? ; ■■innate proclamation 
of the Gospel to the whole human race, and not so much because.of the blessings 
which will come to the race under the benediction of Christ, BUT IN SHEER AND HONEST 
FEAR OF WHAT WILL HAPPEN TO THE WORLD AND TO US ALL IF THE HUMAN RACE CANNOT SPEEDILY 
BE BROUGHT UNDER THE CONTROL OF HIS HOLY APPEAL. 


Our Fathers, quite sincerely, sent missionaries of Christ, or themselves became 
missionaries, to the world that knew Him not, in an honest fear lest if they be 
neglected their responsibility souls without number pass through the gate of death 
into a state of everlasting torment. WHAT IF THE NEXT GREAT MOTIVE OF THE CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH BE TO SEND MISSIONARIES, AND TO BECOME MISSIONARIES, TO THE WHOLE WORLD THAT 
KNOWS NOT CHRIST, LEST IN SOM DAY THAT IS COMING T HE HUMAN RACE MAY RUSH AGAIN . 

ON THIS SIDE OF THE GRAVE, I NTO A STATE OF TO RMENT WHICH LIKEWISE SHALL BE EVER¬ 
LASTING, IN THE SENSE Tt-AT IbERh SHALL M NO RECOVERY FROM IT!»

From sermon on "The Christian Community" 


"The Church of Christ was formed and stands by the operation of two great move¬ 
ments, and the Church of Christ will Gdntinue to stand, and those who belong to 
her will be radiant in their confidence face to face with an ambiguous and dishearten - 
ing world, so long as they perceive that the Church rests upon the same two move¬ 
ments, two movements which form the warp and woof of the web of life. The Church 
was brought together and stands together by the force, first, of A SREAT LOVE, and, 
second, of A GREAT TERROR. The warm love to Christ for what He was, for what we 
think ws* see in Him, that on the one hand; and oh the other hand, TEE TERROR OF 
DEEP BARENESS, the awful sense of wha/b life is if Christ be not true. 


"Perhaps we are on the edge of a kind of shudder a.t things, which will only 
quiet itself again in the heart of the Christian community. Perhaps the only kind 
of faith competent to meet the whole of life and to rejoice in God is about to be 
minted end coined once again as it was minted and coined two thousand years ago, 
out of a vital element of fire and heat, changing into kindness as it cools, and 
then suddenly, under a CONVULSION OF FEAR, becoming compact, and unanimous, and 
even hard."

Dear Friend: 


On a recent trip across the country a suggestion was made to me with respect 
to a possible program for the Denominational Pacifist (or Peace) Fellowships which 
seemed to me worthy of careful consideration. I am passing it along to a number of 
people involved or interested in these Fellowships. I hope you can send me some 
preliminary comment on it soon. If by any chance, I could get it by November 15th 
joi 6 h when the J.0.R, National Council will be meeting and will probably also be 
giving some thought to the matter, it would be most helpful. I realize, of course, 
that this is giving you pretty short noticel 

„ i The suggest ion is simply that special ef forts he made to organize groups 
or chapters of the D enominational Fellowships affiliated with V.Q.R. in local churches. 
wherever the way might be open * " ~~~ ~ 

Such groujjs could presumably function in the same way as many interest groups 
do in.the local church set-up. Since the Denominational Fellowships are at least 
unofficially a part of the denominational life, leaflets and other material could 
presumably.be passed out to prospective members. Notices of meetings and activities 
cou d be given in the calendar, on the bulletin board or through whatever channels are 
customarily available in a given local church. 


It would be assumed, of course, that members of the local church's pacifist 
group would not isolate themselves from other church activities, but would also belong 
o the Chuich.School, young people's, men's and women's organizations to which they 
mig t b~ eligible, and that they would give devoted service to the church and seek to 
make it a power for good in the community. 


Several considerations in favor of such an approach suggest themselves. Th 
gravo international situation, the failure of the war to achieve any good, 

bomb, etc. surely make it necessary to challenge individual Christians ane.. _ „„

In response 31 persons met at luncheon on the day specified. A summary 
of proceedings follows: 

DR. E. F. TITTLE, PRESIDING, introduced the matter for consideration. 

DR. RALPH NORMAN MOULD, read telegrams from a number unable to attend 
but who joined'in the object • of the meeting and desired to cooperate. 

DR. WALTER W. SIKES related concerns leading to the convening of the 
meeting: (l) the present pressure to legislate conscriptive military 

training; (2) desire on the part of many to stand on a more forthright opposition 
to every form of military conscription, without qualification as to when adopted, 
them the official position of most organized groups allow thorn to tako; (3) pros-, 
pects of personnel and funds for a national campaign of mass meetings, radio and 
press publicity, production of literature, and political education. 

RESPONSES BY THOSE ATTENDING. Charles F. Boss, Cameron Hall, H. G. 
Burgstahler, Hordecai Johnson, Paul Hoon, and others crystallized the 
thinking of the group so that by general agreement two committees were asked to 
bring recommendations back to the evening meeting on (l) a structure and program 
of a possible ad hoc national committee, and (2) a statement of principle upon 
which such a committee would stand. 

FOLLOWING RECOMMENDATIONS concerning organization and program, the following 
decisions were made: 


1. That those present, and all others concurring, organize themselves 
into the National Council against Conscription, and project an intensive six months 
campaign* 

2, That membership he sought among individuals from all areas of American 
life who will agree to the statement formulated.

Dear Kirby Page: 

Because of the pressure under which you were working at the time 
of the Tuesday meeting at your home, I did not undertake to give 
you any details regarding plans for the 1946 Whittier Institute of 
International Relations about which I spoke to you. The Committee 
is trying to think through the basic structure of next summer's 
program considerably in advance of what was the case last year. 

In this connection it is their hope that it may be possible for you 
to be with us for the Institute period*. There are two functions 
in which all of us believe you can be especially helpful. By this 
I do not mean that we are insisting that you do both of them but 
only presenting the need so that you will understand its place in 
the total program. 

Last year's experience clearly indicates the need for some one per¬ 
son to carry the religious emphasis throughout the Institute. This 
takes the form of two or three platform presentations and may include 
some direction of the spiritual retreat or whatever that spontane¬ 
ous, end-of-the-day, unprogrammed period may be called. The other 
function is that of serving as moderator for the panel discussions. 
David Henley did this last summer and does the Job very well. On 
the other hand if he is again asked to serve as Dean of the Insti¬ 
tute, which virtually means serving as chairman for most of the meet¬ 
ings, it is quite obvious that the added responsibility of keeping 
the panel discussions going is a little more than he ought to under¬ 
take. It is also clear that the success of these discussions de¬ 
pends to a considerable degree on the direction of the moderator. 

It is my guess that either one of the functions suggested above will 
make a full-time Job for one person. Consequently as you can see, 
we are only trying to think in terms of the most effective procedure 
possible and of course will adjust responsibilities in terms of the 
total situation as it exists at the time of the Institute as well 
as the wishes and desires of those who participate on the faculty. 

This letter is merely to suggest that we shall be glad to have you 
keep our dates in mind (July 2-12 or possibly July 3-13) so that if

your personal schedule should make it possible for you to be present, 
you can let us know at the earliest possible date. 

I have not had the opportunity to discuss financial remuneration with 
you for such Institute service and I am assuming that approximately 
the same rate ordinarily paid to faculty members would be agreeable 
to you. I have not yet had word from Philadelphia as to what figure 
will be used for the coming summer but during 1945 the usual rate 
was $100 and expenses for participation during most of the Institute. 
If we should be able to work out a plan with you for participating 
during the entire ten days, of course an adjustment would be made ac¬ 
cordingly. If there Is any problem in this respect, please be free 
to let us know.

TO: Friends of the Student YMCA in the Pacific Southwest 

FROM: Bruoe B* Maguire, Regional Student Secretary 

RE: The Possibilities of Securing a Second Secretary to Work Particularly in the 

Junior Colleges 

College Enrollments Uft 

The post-war period is here, having come more quickly than most of us had dared hope, 
and an amazing opportunity confronts us. The University of California has just enrolled 
the largest freshman class in its history. The University of Southern California has 
enrolled nearly 2000 veterans this semester. Juni,or college and four year institution 
enrollments are mounting rapidly and will continue to do so for some years to come* 

Some estimate that while the total number of students in college before the war was 
about 1,200,000, now, within a year, it will reach the 2,000,000 mark. 

The West — particularly California - has pioneered in the junior college field. There 
are more than 50^junior colleges in California, and 60% of all junior college students 
in the United States are in these schools. Even more than four year institutions the 
junior colleges are due for marked growth. Both the number of institutions and the 
number of students are rising rapidly. 

What This Means to Campus Religious Life 

This unprecedented expansion is forcing college administrators and campus communities 
to rethink the character and pattern of religious work in their institutions. Within 
the past month we have had requests from ten different schools, seeking our counsel, 
asking us to help reestablish work which has been dormant during the war or which, as 
they face the future, must be rethought and replanned. Foundations are to be estab¬ 
lished, leadership is to be trained, work is to be begun. 

The YMCA is at present at yt ork in only 14 of the junior colleges in California and in 
many of these the program is distressingly weak, strikingly inadequate to the needs of 
the respective institutions. In only two of these (Pasadena and Stockton) have we full¬ 
time professional leadership at work on the campus. 

We are not, amd ought not to expect to be, the only factor in this situation. We plan 
to work with the YWCA and the student work divisions of the various cliur che s. Never¬ 
theless, our tradition, experience, and contemporary concerns lay upon us a responsibi¬ 
lity for expanding our work and sharing in the increased -total load, at this time which 
is so decisive for the character and quality of student Christian work in the future. 

Area Board Accept s Challeng e 

As long ago as 1944 the Wiley Commission, appointed to study student work, reporting 
to the National Council of YMCA 1 s recommended among certain minimal increases in na¬ 
tional staff essential to an effective work: M A second secretary in the Pacific South¬ 
west to work in its accredited junior colleges and to develop a pattern that may be 
adapted to such colleges in other regions. 

Last May, as a part of the Pacific Southwest Area Board meeting, there was an extended 
discussion of student work and particularly of the need in the junior colleges. In 
October the Executive Committee of the Area Board voted to budget an additional $2500 
to student work in 1946 for this purpose on condition that a like amount could be se¬ 
cured to match it. Meeting again on November 3 the Area Board ratified the action of 
the Executive Committee, and urged that every possible means should be f ound to lay 
this matter before friends of the student YMCA in order that the opportunity now avail¬ 
able might not be lost. 

It Can Be Done 

To date (l2/l/45) $3200 has been assured for this important expansion of our work, A 
minimum of $1800 additional is needed to assure the success of this undertaking. An 
urgent effort is under way to guarantee this within the next thirty days* With your 
help, it can be done.

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MEMORANDUM 


TO: Friends of the Student YMCA in the Pacific Southwest 

FROM* Bruce B, Maguire, Regional Student Secretary 

RE: The Possibilities of Securing a Second Secretary to Work Particularly in the 

Junior Colleges 

College Enrollments Up 

The post-war period is here, having come more quickly than most of us had dared hope, 
and an amazing opportunity confronts us* The University of California has just enrolled 
the largest freshman class in its history. The University of Southern California has 
enrolled nearly 2000 veterans this semester. Junior college and four year institution 
enrollments are mounting rapidly and will continue to do so for some years to come* 

Some estimate that while the total number of students in college before the war was 
about 1,200,000, now, within a year, it will reach the 2,000,000 mark. 

The West — particularly California - has pioneered in the junior college field. There 
are more than 50 junior colleges in California, and 60$ of all junior college s tudents 
in the United States are in these schools. Even more than four year institutions the 
junior colleges are due for marked growth. Both the number of institutions and the 
number of students are rising rapidly. 

What This Means to Campus^ Religious Life 

This unprecedented expansion is forcing college administrators and campus communities 
to rethink the character and pattern of religious work in their institutions. Within 
the past month we have had requests from ten different schools, seeking our counsel, 
asking us to help reestablish work which has been dormant during the war or which, as 
they face the future, must be rethought and replanned. Foundations are to be estab¬ 
lished, leadership is to be trained, work is to be begun. 

The YMCA is at present at work in only 14 of the junior colleges in California and in 
many of these the program is distressingly weak, strikingly inadequate to the needs of 
the respective institutions. In only two of these (Pasadena and Stockton) have we full¬ 
time professional leadership at work on the campus. 

We are not, and ought not to expect to be, the only factor in this situation. We plan 
to work with the YWCA and the student work divisions of the various churches, Never¬ 
theless, our trad it ion, experience, and contemporary concerns lay upon us a responsibi¬ 
lity for expanding our work and sharing in the increased total load, at this time wnlch 
is so decisive for the character and quality of student Christian work in the future 

Area Board Accepts Challeng e 

As long ago as 1944 the Wiley Commission, appointed to study student vrork, reporting 
to the National Council of YMCA 1 s recommended among certain minimal increases in na¬ 
tional staff essential to an effective work: "A second secretary in the Pacific South¬ 
west to work in its accredited junior colleges and to develop a pattern that may be 
adapted to such colleges in other regions. 

Last May, as a part of the Pacific Southwest Area Board meeting, there was an extended 
discussion of student work and particularly of the need in the junior colleges. In 
October the Executive Committee of the Area Board voted to budget an additional $2500 
to student work in 1946 for this purpose on condition that a like amount could be se¬ 
cured to match it. Meeting again on November 3 the Area Board ratified the action of 
the Executive Committee, and urged that every possible means should be f ound to lay 
this matter before friends of the student YMCA in order that the opportunity now avail¬ 
able might not be lost. 

It Can Be Done 

To date (12/1/45) $3200 has been assured for this important expansion of our work, A 
minimum of $ 1800 additional i j s needed to as sure the s ucce ss of this und e ranking, An 
urgent effort is under way to guarantee this within the next thirty days. With your 
help, it can be done.

The explosive energies of the human personality are far greater 
than those of the atom, and can have a more devastating effect 
if released in the wrong, way. The material which is studied by the 
physicists is neutral and impersonal. What is done with it depends 
upon the nature of the persons under whose control it happens 
to fall. The science of human personality and the society com¬ 
posed of human individuals has lagged far behind the science of 
the physical universe. Religions, philosophies, ethical systems have 
all striven to make their contribution, but this contribution has 
been inadequate to the responsibilities which our one-sided knowl¬ 
edge has imposed upon us. It is high time for us to concentrate 
our attention and our ingenuity on achieving as penetrating, as 
accurate, as cool and as competent a body of knowledge about 
how to choose our aims and how to effectuate them as we have 
hitherto devoted to discovering the secrets of matter. (From the 
New Republic, August 27, 1945.)

The annual meeting of the National Intercollegiate 
Christian Council was held at Riverdale, N. Y., last July 
under the co-chairmanship of Eleanor Powell Godfrey and 
Carl Siegenthaler. This meeting of seventy people was both 
the climax and the beginning of the year’s work for student 
YMCAs, YWCAs, and CAs. The direction our movement 
will take during the coming year was outlined by the NICC 
in terms of program priorities. Selection of these priorities 
was the culmination of a process begun by discussion in 
Association cabinet meetings last spring, continued in area 
and state conferences, and refined by the fourteen regional 
conferences which preceded the NICC meeting. NIC.C dele- 
dates spoke vigorously and well for the convictions of their 
regions! 

CHRISTIAN FAITH AT THE CENTER 

The NICC was completely united in its desire to place 
Christian faith at the center of its program. The NICC 
Circle (see page 1) illustrates the way in which faith 
must permeate and transform all aspects of personal, campus 
and community life. Christians will work with secular 
groups toward common social goals, but their reasons for 
doing so will root in the fact that God is the Father of all 
men and Lord of all aspects of life. To tolerate racial preju¬ 
dice, to lessen the dignity of persons through economic 
injustice, to trample under foot the rights of weaker nations, 
is an affront to God who intends that all men shall live 
harmoniously together. 

In Christian life there is a constant interplay of -worship, 
study , and action. We seek earnestly to discover God’s will 
for us through worship. We use our minds to their fullest 
capacity as we work on our problems. We judge all issues 
by the insights given us through worship and study; then 
we act toward the end that all life may edme under the 
domination of God’s will. 

REDISCOVER, MAKE OUR OWN, AND SHARE 
THE CHRISTIAN HERITAGE 

Most Christian Associations assume they understand the 
Christian heritage and go busily about developing worship 
services or campus and community service programs. The 
NICC recognized that much of the inadequacy of our 
movement is a result of our failure to understand the essen¬ 
tial character of the Christian heritage. It urges all Associa¬ 
tions to study the Bible and other sources of knowledge of 
God and of the Christian heritage; to make Christian faith 
real to every member of the campus community; and to 
act as responsible members of the world community of 
Christians centering in the Universal Church. 


GROWTH OF PERSONS 

As Christians, we realize that all people are children of 
God, and we are concerned that they grow and develop as 
he intended they should. We must see that our personal 
relationships contribute to the growth of the persons with 
whom we have contact. The Christian Association must use 
those procedures which call forth the fullest capacities 
of all its members, and should not use them for any meager 
end, or as merely an audience. Campus life and higher 
education must eliminate all barriers which thwart the 
growth of persons; it must become devoted to the develop¬ 
ment of graduates whose primary aim is service to the 
community and not self-aggrandizement. 

SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITY 

Our concern for community work and social action stems 
from our recognition that God is the Father of all men. Be¬ 


lieving that God the Creator made man in his own image, 
we cannot rest while one person is enslaved or degraded. 
The NICC recommends that Associations continue to relate 
students to effective community work and that they provide 
better training and supervision for those volunteer workers. 
But community work is only the beginning of the social 
responsibility of Christians. We must also (1) study the 
nature of the political, social and economic forces of our 
world, and (2) work for racial equality, economic justice 
and political effectiveness. 

WORLD RELATEDNESS 

Physical interdependence of the world forces us to discover 
a binding spiritual force. It is our task to weave the values 
and patterns of the Kingdom of God into the fabric of the 
world’s life. The NICC recommends that each Association 


understand and support the United Nations organization 
and related international bodies directed toward establishing 
a just and stable world society; that they cooperate with 
other campus groups in giving assistance to students of 
stricken countries through the World Student Service Fund; 
that they support the world mission of the church and de¬ 
velop leaders for its work; that they integrate foreign stu¬ 
dents into Association life and work with them toward 
mutual understanding between our respective countries; and 
that they increase awareness of the unity of Christians every¬ 
where through our membership in the World’s Student 
Christian Federation, the World’s YMCA and YWCA and 
the World Council of Churches. 


PROGRAM RESOURCES 

Carrying out the above recommendations is a large order! 
But many sources of help are available to leaders of the 
Christian work in the colleges: 

Regional Councils of the YMCA, YWCA, and SCM. 

NICC Program Commission and Staff* Forty students, staff and prn- 
experts work valiantly in developing program resources for 
Christum Association leaders. Four Progaw Parnp/dess, one on each 
NICC emphasis, were published last September. One free copy 
for each Association may be secured from your regional office. 
Copies will also be available, at cost, from the Womans Press and 
the Association Press. Monthly installments of a loose-leaf Cabinet 
Workbook will be sent to each Association president and adviser 
throughout the year.

This is to thank you for your generous contribution 
of $10.00 to the National Council Against Conscription. When 
I was asked to raise the Disciple*s share of the $25,000.00 
I think we selected the list of people to whom Social Action 
Newsletter goes and sent out the appeal. There is no reason 
why you should have been assessed twice. Anyhow I greatly 
appreciate your generous gift. The response to my letter is, 

I think, indicative of the widespread opposition to this proposal. 

I had a letter a couple of days ago from Congressman Ludlow of 
Indiana, who has made one of the strongest speeches against 
conscription that has been made in the Hotfse, saying that there 
is some reason to believe that the President's proposal may be 
defeated in committee. This view is strengthened by the fact 
that the American Legion already has prepared a substitute plan 
which will conscript the boys for a year but give him only four 
months of military training and permit him to spend the other 
eight months either in college or In training for war industries. 

This Is still conscription and must be defeated. 

I hope you have been able to see Joe Hunter who has been 
on the Coast since mid-November. We sent him out posthaste to help 
relieve tensions growing in some of our churches out there In 
regard to Americans of Japanese descent. Joe is doing a very splendid 
piece of work in this field.

On the other hand 
some of the uses which such a focal place for pacifists activi4i 
ties may fill have already been realized,and the service to COs 
has been one of the chief ones. Sinee-coming into this building 
last Neb,,there has been a constant stream of men in and out, 
staying over night,and for longer periods, fromj^ many camps, 
from prisons,and also some who have been discharged for medical 
reasons or released under the demobilization plan.

tinue to develope along that line, I hope. On the other hand, I 
have been made more aware during the past three years,since 
knowing CPS men,in camp( at Santa Barbara),and here, that there 
is a vast store house of intense interest and longing for parti¬ 
cipation among those who have never seen the anti-war stand from 
a religious point of view, 

I feel most sincerely that the Center is a place where such in¬ 
terest may better be implenjbed,and it is because of this,and my 
experience here this past year,that 1 want to help with the fur¬ 
ther development of the Center, Some may look on it as just a 
" place" or just a "hostel",or just an"off ice",but it is more 
than that,and the very ric# exchange of ideas which has gone 
on here even under rather big handicaps,and no direction from 
some one person day by day,has been an amazing thing to some of 
us, 

I do not have the fear that some have expressed that having the 
Center,and maintaining it financially,wi11 drain off funds which 
other older pacifist organizations would be getting. To me that 
is a very short sighted viewpoint,in looking ahead into the 
needs of the immediate future at any rate/ when many folks will 
be searching for out lets for t heir risxx feeling of revulsion 
against the war system. And to have thgo$$J{£ religious movement 
for pacifism as represented in the FOR a part of the develop¬ 
ment,taking its place and continuously keeping its viewpoint 
mixed in with the others is right and necessary. 

So, the next few months 1 go on the staff here as the coordinator 
of actjyi ti es ,and shall seek to make it possible to bring togethef 
interests manifest in a more responsible and cohesive fashion. 

This rather lengthy explanation of some of the things which go 
on here and which are thought of by those who have been here 
and have shown interest in a substantial way ,either in time 
or monejfc is not written because I have any feeling that you is* 
have questions in your own mind about the need,usefulness and 
general function of such a center or focal location for paci¬ 
fist activities. But some of us who have seen it grow from an 
idea ,to a group,to a building,to activities being carried 
on in the building,feel it definitely one of the contributions 
which this particular period of pgrowth of the non-violent 
way of life has to make,just as the Fellowship came into being 
in 1915 because of the felt need,indeed the urgent need for 
cooporation,fellowship and so on,into a movement, 

I feel too that criticism,counsel,suggestions from older and 
wiser persons in the movements which have contributed so valie 
iently to the pacifist cause in the past thirty years or so, 
are very much needed. Just as you are concentrating on the

Dear Friends 

The Fellowship in the United States now enters upon the fourth decade of its 
existence. As is customary, we are sending our entire membership at the 
beginning of the year a brief statement about the plans for 1946 and the 
budget adopted by the National Council to make possible the carrying out 
of these plans. 

The end of hostilities on the major war fronts does not mean that there 
can be the slightest letdown in our work. On the contrary, the needs are 
greater and more desperate. Doors are opening now for work in Europe, Asia, 
South America, as well as in the United States, and we must not fail to 
enter these doors. 

The atomic bomb has precipitated a crisis of vast proportions and terrible 
urgency. Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins recently said: "There is only one 
subject of really fundamental importance at the present moment, and that 
is the atomic bomb.... For the issue is that of survival, to which all 
other issues are secondary. If we do not survive, there is no use discussing 
what we are going to do with our lives." We who have called these many 
years for the abolition of war are now clearly summoned to a supreme effort 
and at whatever sacrifice. 

We want to emphasize certain figures which our Associate Secretary for 
Membership and Finance recently brought to the attention of the National 
Council. In 1945 fewer than 1 per cent of our members contributed 25 per 
cent of our income. The other 99 per cent accounted for the remaining 75 
per cent. Clearly our base of support should be broadened. Can the general 
run of the members contribute more? If each member sets aside a penny at 
each meal for FOR during the year, that would mean $10.95 for the year * 
and it would be enough to raise a lot more than the $125,000 budget which is 
being submitted to you. A nickel saved would mean an annual gift of $54.75. 

If even one-third of our members could and would do that, we could more than 
double the budget. Most of us, perhaps, spend more each day on minor luxuries 
and frivolities than the sums mentioned. 

Please note that we have been forced to raise the subscription price for 
FELLOWSHIP from one dollar to two dollars per year. Printing and other 
costs simply leave no alternative. This means that all members, including 
students —excluding only CPS and prison CO's— must send at least two dollars 
to the national office in order to get F ELLOWSHIP, and need to give more 
than that in order to share in the on-going work of FOR . 

We want to reduce the number of appeals going to our members. That can be 
done if all members will give and/or pledge at the beginning of the year— 
or send us word that they wish to remain active though they cannot give or 
pledge. Please, therefore, r eturn the c ard enclosed at the earliest 
possible moment . 

Finally, we urge you to read the message about recruiting new members for 
FOR . Andre Trocme, the French FOR leader who recently visited here for several 
weeks, has been emphasizing to how great an extent the work of the Fellowship 
in all lands depends on the contribution, both spiritual and material, of 
the FOR in the United States, the one country that has not directly experienced 
the ravages of war and whose resources have not been terribly depleted. In 
order to meet this challenge, our ranks need to be enlarged. 

Praying that God may bless the Fellowship and its members throughout the 
world in this crucial year, we are

The Individual Conscience Against the Atomic Bomb 


— A Job for YOU! 


K irby page sent a telegram to 

the National Council meeting last No¬ 
vember in which he urged a serious 
effort greatly to enlarge the membership of 
FOR this year*. He suggested that each mem¬ 
ber set tt goal of enrolling one new member 
each month , and added that he and Alma 
Page would each try to enroll a new member 
every week in 1946 . 

If fifteen thousand members each enrolled 
one new member a month during this year, 
this would mean that at the end of the year 
the membership would be nearly two hundred 
thousand. It might be worth while to let our 
imagination play—but seriously and prayer¬ 
fully—for a few moments over what this 
would mean. Two hundred thousand readers 
of FELLOWSHIP instead of less than fifteen 
thousand. Perhaps ten or fifteen thousand 
pastors leading their congregations in a NO 
MORE WAR crusade. Ten thousand high 
school and church school teachers organiz¬ 
ing Forerunners groups and using Forerun¬ 
ners materials. Perhaps a “march” of ten 
or twenty thousand members to Washington 
if Congress seemed on the point of enacting 
a peacetime conscription law. 

We are not suggesting the conventional 
“drive” for “paper” members. No one ought 
to join FOR who has not carefully read the 
Statement of Purpose and considered it 
prayerfully. No one should join who is not 
going to strive seriously to live in “that spirit 
which taketh away the occasion of all war.” 


But there are thousands of people in this 
country who agree with us and who are not 
at present enrolled for pacifist activity. We 
need them. They need the Fellowship. 

Furthermore, the experience of the last war 
suggests that after this war also multitudes 
who reluctantly supported the war, including 
men and women from the armed services, will 
reach the conclusion that they must finally 
renounce all war as futile, sinful, and the 
source of untold evil. 

It is imperative that pacifist ranks be greatly 
augmented. As our experience in fighting 
conscription has demonstrated, we need the 
support of non-pacifists, but unless there is 
a nucleus of men and women and youth who 
are fully committed and who will not compro¬ 
mise, to provide initiative and inspiration, no 
such popular movement against conscription 
—or against an atomic armament race—will 
get under way or be sustained under pressure. 

F urthermore, even a very powerful NO 
MORE WAR mass movement will not be 
enough, as the experience of the Thirties 
demonstrated. There will have to be a sub¬ 
stantial minority of people who, no matter 
what comes, will refuse to be cajoled or 
tricked or conscripted into any participation 
in atomic war or preparations therefor—a 
substantial minority of uncompromising con¬ 
scientious objectors. Every other kind of 
opposition will break down when the heat is 
on; the political and military leaders know it 


and act accordingly. When they are con¬ 
fronted with a sufficiently large minority of 
unyielding conscientious objectors, and only 
then, will political leaders know that they 
must find a way to get rid of war. 

OST IMPORTANT OF ALL, we have to 
become evangelists for pacifism be¬ 
cause as has so often been said, the malady 
of our age is in the last analysis a spiritual 
one. Men have to be able to believe in an¬ 
other kind of power than that of violence and 
war, in another way of life than that which 
repeatedly seems to leave no alternative but 
resort to war. 

There is another kind of power and, now that 
material power in its ultimate form is at our 
command, it is recognized in unexpected 
quarters what that other kind of power is. 
It is “the individual conscience against the 
atomic bomb,” as that Life editorial put it. 
It is the power of conscience, i.e«, of the 
spirit. 

But men will not believe the message of the 
power of conscience, of spirit, of love, unless 
there are those who will preach the gospel 
by word and by life. 

Each of us must become an evangelist, re¬ 
cruiting for the Fellowship. That follows 
from the very nature of our philosophy. 
Somebody else cannot be a CO for you. 
Neither can you leave it to another to win 
your brother. 


We have to proclaim the good news: “You 
do not have to go along with this atomic 
armament race, my brother. You can break 
ranks, step out of the death march. You 
individually, I mean, not the other fellow, the 
gang* Regardless of what anyone else does, 
you can make an agreement with God and 
conscience and have done with the diabolical 
business of war and conscription. And when 
you do, your soul will at once be free to 
grow, to love, to build, to extend your hand 
to your fellows, even to your enemy. And 
human beings bound together in truth and 
love are adequate to control the forces and 
solve the problems of the atomic age.” 

Effectively enlisting new members means 
drawing them into fellowship and putting 
them to work, not merely getting them to 
sign an application blank and to give some 
money. This in turn means building pacifist 
teams or cells in which by prayer, study, and 
joint action the bonds of real fellowship are 
forged. 

We hope soon to prepare literature in the 
national office addressed to various types of 
prospective members and to send out sug¬ 
gestions for pacifist recruiting. But the chief 
requirement is that each member should be 
fired with a zeal for pacifist evangelism , 
should bring in recruits one by one. You can 
begin today . How many of the enclosed 
Statement of Purpose , with an application 
blank attached , do you want us to send you?
